afternoon passed the appropriation bill for 
the current year by a vote of 46 to 7. 

Emergency plans to provide additional re- 
sources for the Police and Fire departments 
failed, and the budget as passed followed 
substantially the draft presented by the Fi- 
nance committee. 
| Additional items aggregating $68,000 were 
entered, but most of these are “‘ contingent 
items and may never be paid out. 


Many Items Are Wind. 

The budget for this year is unique in that 
many items are no more than “ wind,” hav- 
ing been based solely on the hope that an in- 
creased assessed valuation of property this 
fall would bring a realization of the revenues 
thus anticipated. If the assessments are not 
increased the items will be blotted out. 

Ot the total appropriation of $31,669,847 for 
corporate, school, and library purposes, a 
total of $13,080,425 is entered for corporate 
purposes and maintenance. As a matter of 
fact the money for these purposes is not ex- 
pected to aggregate more than $9,000,000 or 
$10,000,000. 

To meet this item it is held that $7,909,565 
will come in from taxes. As a matter of fact 
only $5,200,000 really is expected from this 
source. Last year’s income from taxes 
amounted to only $4,600,000 on the property 
valuation of $374,000,000. 

„ As a matter of fact,” said Chairman 
Mavor of the Finance committee, in reporting 
the budget, the total levy, exclusive of 
‘wind items,’ for corporate purposes and 
maintenance, is $10,300,000, as against ex- 
pected receipts of $9,609,000. We figure to get 
$5,200,000 ffom taxes and the remainder of 
the latter item from miscellaneous sources.“ 


What the Cuts Mean. 

As the budget stands, the Police depart- 
ment is short $350,000, as compared with 
last year. The Fire department, $180,000; 
the Electrical department, $100,000; Health 
department, $35,000; Streets department, 
$35,000. 

Realization of the fact that the budget 
has been bolstered up to the limit with 
“contingent ’’ items was all that prevented 
a long and determined fight in Council. But 
every effort to find a way to adequate finan- 
cial relief Wad failed, and, as a result, the 
heavy cuts spread on department after de- 
partment went through.under the gavel. 

An effort was made to add $100,000 to the 
$1,870,462 scheduled for the Fire department. 
The Finance committee demanded that ward 
appropriations for garbage and street clean- 
ing be cut by a horizontal decrease of 10 per 
cent. This would have netted $100,000 for the 
Fire department. There was such a thunder 
of objection, however, that the emergency 
measure went down to defeat without the 
formality of a vote. 

_ Alderman Cullerton talked at length on a 
plan to aid the revenues of the Fire and 
Police departments. He insisted that the 
sinking funds for anticipating bonds be de- 


so that the Police department would receive 
$176,000 and the Fire department $125,000: 
This, too, went down without the formality 
of a vote, the plan of robbing the sittking 
funds by Council action being illegal and 
wholly impossible under the law. 


Dolce Pare the Best. 

Just $68,000 was tacked on in increases to 
the budget as reported by the Finance com- 
mittee. The bulk of this went to the Police 
department. A total of $36,900 was added, 
at the instance of Alderman Minwegen, to

ALMOST DIES FOR A DUCK 


HUNTER HAS A BATTLE WITH 
DEATH ON THE LAKE, 


Carried Out by an Off Shore Wind, WIII- 
iam Baker Manages to Keep His 
Boat Affoat with One Oar and Final- 


a Paddle—As a Last Hope He Decides 
to Swim and Is Saved at Sixty- 
eighth Street Crib. : 


Pursuit of a wounded duck, almost cost 
the life of William Baker, 7015 Kimbark 
avenue. Baker waz rescued after two hours 
of peril on the lake and was brought to shore 

last night from the Sixty-eighth street crib. 

During the two hours he was tossed about 


with one oar, used as a paddle, anqͥ finally, 
losing the oar, was forced to use the stock of 
his shotgun instead. 


Baker, jumped into the lake and managed 
to swim 300 feet to the crib where he barely 
had strength enough to grab hold ot a rope 
ladder and cry for help. His calls were 
heard, and he was dragged from the water 
as he was on the point of losing conscious- 
ness, 


Seeks Duck, Then the Danger. 
Baker was one of three parties to a duck- 
hunting expedition. His companions were 


Raymond Ames, 7250 Kimbark avenue, each 
about 21 years old. When they arrived at 
the Casino pier in Jackson Park the lake was 
so rough that they abandoned their plan of 
embarking in a rowboat and skirting the 
shore. As they stood on the pier a flock of 
ducks flew within range and Baker fired, 


200 feet east of the pier. 

Baker was bound to go after the bird, but 
his companions tried to dissuade him. Ig- 
noring their advice he let himself down into 
the boat, where he found that one of the oars 
was missing. Not to be turned from his pur- 
pose Baker began paddling with the single 
oar toward a dark object which was about 
300 feet off the pier. 

Reaching the floating particle Baker found 
it to be a piece of driftwood. The duck 
had disappeared. Then Baker discovered 
he had not.counted on how high the waves 
were running nor had he noted that there 
was a strong wind off shore. 

Baker managed to turn the boat and pad- 
dled vigorously in an effort to reach shore. 
Instead of making any headway, the wind 
drove him farther out in the lake. The sea 
was running high and each wave threatened 
to swamp his bogt, which already was partly 
filled with water. 


Desperate Battle for Life. 


When Baker saw it would be impossible to 
paddle back to shorq he devoted all his energy 
to keeping the boat afloat. A dozen times 
he was at the point of despair, but by dexter- 
ous paddling managed to ride the waves that 
nearly capsized his craft. , 

The hard work was telling on the hunter 

and he began to fear that he would collapse 
from his own efforts. Just as darkness was 
falling a big wave came rolling toward the 
boat and as Baker righted the craft to meet 
it his one oar slipped from his hands and 
was carried away. Seizing the. shotgun, 
| Baker continued the desperate battle until 
he was carried near the Sixty-eighth street 
‘crib, a mile off shore. 

He called for help, but his cries were not 
heard. By the way the boat was drifting 
Baker saw that he should be carried several 
hundred feet north of the crib and as a last. 
hope he jumped overboard and managed to 
swim to the rope 4adder. 

When he was pulled out of the water Baker 
was so. exhausted he could not talk. It was 
some time before he was able to tell his name 
and address. 


WOMAN POISONED BY USING 
SAMPLE HEADACHE POWDER. 


Mrs. William Klump of Lowell, Michi- 
gan, Dies After Taking Medicine 


Sent to Her Through the Mail. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Feb. 6.—[Special.)— 
Mrs. William Klump, wife of a well-known 
and highly respected citizen of the village 
of Lowell, twenty miles east of here, took 
a sample headache powder last Sunday 
morning. Soon after she was thrown into 
convulsions and died a few hours later, 
Subsequent investigation showed that Mrs. 
Klump was poisoned and that the powder 
she swallowed contained a fatal quantity of 
strychnine or similar poison. Sheriff Chap- 
man of this city, after an inquiry into the 
case, expresses his belief that the woman 
was murdered and a thorough investigation 
is being made. No motive, however, has yet 
developed. Mr. Klump says that he is un- 
able to explain why any person should want 
mis wife out of the way, but the fact that 
the headache powder was mailed to his 
wife in Lowell has strengthened the murder 
theory. The powder was contained in a 
small envelope bearing the card of a New 
York firm of chemists. The envelope was 
evidently addressed by a woman and there 
seems to have been an effort to disguise the 
handwriting. Several other persons in the 
village received similar packages contain- 
ing powders. One of these, received by a 
Mrs. Miller, a neighbor of the Klumps, was 
sent to this city for analysis and the chemist 
who analyzed it has reported to the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney that it contained poison.

Steamship Waesland Sunk by 


British Vessel Harmo- 
nides Off the Coast 
of Wales. 


ONLY TWO LIVES LOST. 


Cabin and, Steerage Passengers 
and: Crew Taken on Board 
the Undamaged 

Steamer. 


ARE LANDED AT LIVERPOOL. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 7, 3 a. m.—The Belgian 
steamship, Waesland, which sailed from 
Liverpool on Wednesday for Philadelphia, 
collided with the British steamer Harmo- 
nides off Holyhead, Wales, last night and 
sunk. 
Only Two Lives Are Lost. 

The thirty-two saloon. and eighty-two 
steerage passengers, together with the crew 
of eighty-nine persons were all saved but 
two and taken on board the Harmonides. 


Story of the Collision. 

Fifty-three of the passengers and crew of 
the Waesland arrived at Liverpool on board 
the Harmonides at 3:33 this morning. They 
were quartered at various hotels. 

The collision occurred in a thick fog at 
half-past 11 o’clock Wednesday night, when 
the Waesland was about forty miles south- 
west of Holyhead. The Harmonides struck 
the Waesland amidships and there was a ter- 
rible shock. Most of the Waesland’s pas- 
sengers had retired for the night. 


Perfect Order Prevails. 

Perfect order and discipline prevailed. 
The crew of the steamer rapidly turned out 
the passengers and succeeded in assuring 
them that their lives were safe. The passen- 
gers were greatly influenced by the coolness 
of the crew and obtyed instructions willingly 
and quickly. 

The Waesland's boats were speedily got out, 
and in less than half an hour the entire ship's 
company had been transferred to the 
Harmonides. 

Two Lives Lost. 

Unfortunately, two lives were lost. The 
dead are a steerage passenger named Ed- 
ward Dangerfield and a child named Elsie 
Emmett, the daughter of a cabin passenger. 


Sinks in Thirty-five Minutes. 

The Waesland went down thirty-five min- 
utes after being struck. The passengers 
and crew lost everything except the clothing 
they wore or were able to don hurriedly. 

The Waesland carried no mail. The pas- 
sengers highly praised the Captain and crew 
and also the Captain and crew of the Har- 
monides. It is expected that the company 
will offer to send the passengers on another 
of its vessels next week. 


Was an Old Steamer. 

The Waesland is owned by the Interna- 
tional Navigation company, but flies the 
Belgian flag. It plied regularly in the Amer- 
ican line service between Philadelphia and 
Liverpool, touching at Queenstown each 
way. Formerly it was known as the Russia. 
It is a four-masted bark-rigged iron vessel 
of 3,676 tons net, and was built at Glasgow 
in 1867. The Waesland's dimensions were: 
Length, 436.1 feet; breadth, 41.9 feet, and 
depth 20.9 feet. It was equipped with elec- 
tricity and had triple expansion engines of 
8,500 indicated horse power. 


Harmonides a Steel Boat. 

The Harmonides belongs to the British and 
South American Steam Navigation company, 
better known as the Houston line, which 
operates a service of passenger and cargo 
steamers between Liverpool and the River 
Platte and Brazilian ports. The line also 
operates a service between New York and 
those ports., The Harmonides is a steel 
screw steamer of 2,221 tons net. It was built 
in Newcastle, England, in 1891, and was 
formerly named the Woolloomoolo. 


Irish Mail Steamer Ashore. 

Many accidents to shipping are reported 
at coast points in the English Channel. The 
Irish mail steamer Ulster grounded near 
Holyhead last night. The passengers, in- 
cluding the Marchioness of Ormonde and 
Horace Plunkett, Vice President of the De- 
partment of Agriculture for Ireland, were 
taken ashore in a boat. 

The steamer St. Louis, from New York, 
was docked at 9:40 a. m. yesterday, after 
having been detained by fog in the Solent 
for nine hours.

WIND FOR LOST JOB 


DISCHARGED MACHINIST ESTAB- 
LISHES NEW POINT OF LAW. 


Gustave Horn Upheld by the Appellate 
Court in His Action Against the In- 
surance Company That Caused Him 
to Lose His Position Because He 
Would Not Accept $100 for the Loss 
of Two of His Fingers—Case Has 
Unique Features. 


A machinist who was deprived of work 
for six months because he thought his fin- 
gers were worth more than $50 apiece suc- 
ceeded yesterday in establishing a new 
point of law and in humbling a . 
accident insurance company. 

The man who valued his digits at some- 
thing substantial is Gustave Horn, 609 
 Twenty-eighth street, The concern which 
he has defeated, by a decision of Judge 
Windes of the Appellate Court, is the Lon- 
don Guarantee and Accident company. 

The court’s decision, in ‘substance, estab- 
lishes the point that an insurance company 
is Mable for damages when it resorts to 
extreme measures in an attempt to effect 

In the cade 
im question it was shown that an agent 
of the insurance company tried to brow- 
beat Horn into accepting a compromise in 
the suit which he had instituted against 
his employers, and, failing in this, had 
caused Horn to be discharged by the em- 
ployers. 

Loses Fingers and Position. 

Horn lost two fingers of his right hand 
in a machine on Jan. 7, 1899, while working 
in the Chicago bicycle plant of Arnold, 
Schwinn & Co. The company had a contract 
with the London Guarantee and Accident 
company by which the insurance concern 
was to pay all claims for personal injuries. 

While Horn was in the hospital a claim 
agent of the insurance company tried to in- 
duce him to compromise his claim for $50, 
and when Horn refused to accept such a 
settlement the claim agent, it is said, threat- 
ened to have him discharged. 

As soon as Hen left the hospital he was 
given his old position at the bicycle factory, 
his friendly relations with his employers not 
having been disturbed. Even when he 
broguht suit against his employers he was 
not discharged, until the insurance company 
had failed to effect a settlement with him— 
the offer this time being $100. It is said that 
the insurance company threatened to cancel 
its contract with the bicycle firm, and Horn's 
employers were obliged to discharge him, 

Horn won his suit against his former em- 
ployers, getting a verdict for $3,500 for the 
loss of his fingers, and then sued the insur- 
ance company for damages, securing a judg- 
ment for $800. This verdict was appealed and 
was decided yesterday in favor of Horn, 


Court Scores Claim Agent. 

The opinion of the reviewing court holds 
that the company exceeded its right under 
the limitations of public policy. oe part 
Judge Windes says: 

“We are of the opinion that the ‘at of the 
appellant in procuring the appellee's dis- 
charge from his employment was wrongful, 
unlawful, and, under the law, if not mali- 
cious, it was for the direct purpose of injur- 
ing the plaintiff, or of benefiting the defend, 
ant at the expense of the plaintiff. © 

“What appellant sought was to deprive 
appellee of his employment and means of 
livelihood so to force him to the settle- 
ment of his cla for his injuries and thus 
relieve it from liability therefor.” 

So far as is known, the case is the first of 
its kind to be passed on by a higher court 
in this country. Several years ago a sim- 
ilar suit was decided against an insurance 
company in the British House of Lords.

In some manner J. R. Davidson, 
Western manager of the Philadelphia Watch 
and Case company, who lives at 4549 Vin- 
cennes avenue, has come to his death, Po- 
lice and medical investigations have shown 
nothing but the cause.

From Sunday morning at 9 o'clock until 

Monday evening at 7 he was in the Great 
Northern Turkish bath. From Monday even- 
ing until Wednesday evening, when he died, 
he was at St. Luke’s Hospital. It was not 
until yesterday, when Dr. George Lein- 
inger, Coroner’s physician, performed the 

mortem examination, that it was dis- 
covered he had a fractured skull. 


Cause of Wound a Mystery. 


“The deceased came to his death as the 
result of hemorrhage of the brain caused 
by external violence,“ was the statement 
of the physician after the examination. 
When and how he received the blow are the 
points of mystery. The Coroner’s inquest 
was begun yesterday afternoon by Deputy 
Coroner Senff and continued until next 
Wednesday afternoon. 

After Mr. Davidson had been in the Turk- 
fish bath for twenty-four hours, according 
ta the manager of the establishment, it was 
discovered he was ill. Three physicians— 
including his own family physician—exam- 
med him before his death and could not find 
marks of serious violence. 

His family physician, Dr. Edward F. 

, does not believe he could have re- 
mained conscious long after he received the 
injuries. At the bath establishment it is 
gaid that nothing was found to be the mat- 
ter with him until he had been there twenty- 
four hours, it being claimed that whatever 
injuries he had he received before he entered 


Went to Baths Sunday. 


What is known in connection with the 
death is this: Mr. Davidson had been in St. 
Louis, traveling for the jewelry firm. He 
returned to Chicago on Sunday morning, it 
is thought, at 8:10 o’clock, or it may have 
been Saturday night. He went to theGreat 
Northern Hotel at 9 o’clock a. m. Sunday,

the Coroner. He was given room 104 on the 
fourth floor of the establishment, where 
Herbert Irwin, one of the boys, helped him to 
mndress.

GATCH FLEEING KIDNAPER 


MAN, WITH LITTLE GIRL, JUMPS 
FROM MOVING TRAIN. 


Jacob Reynolds Is Arrested in Val- 
paraiso, Ind., Then Eludes the Offi- 
cer Near Greencastle, Climbs 
Througk a Car Window, and, with 
6-Year-Old Child, Leaps to the 
Ground— Wanders Through the 
Woods, and Finally Is Retaken. 


Valparaiso, Ind., March 6.—[{Special.]—Aft- 
er he had been arrested in this city on a 
charge of kidnaping his own child, Jacob 
Reynolds escaped from the Sheriff, who was 
taking him back to Kentucky this afternoon, 
by leaping with his child from a moving Mo- 
non train at Greencastle Junction, Ind. He 
was recaptured later twelve miles away while 
making his way on foot to another railroad. 
He will be taken to Kentucky in the morning. 

The arrest was the end of a hunt lasting 
four months, during which time he had trav- 
eled through Indiana under the name of B. 
Hedrick. He kidnaped 6-year-old Annie 
Clark, his child, from her home in Green- 
burg. Ky., on Oct. 27. The mother, Mrs. 
Samuel B. Clark, says Reynolds has no 
rights in the case, because her present hus- 
band adopted the child. 


He Disarmed Suspicions. 


The arrest of Reynolds in Valparaiso was 
made by Sheriff R. F. Cherry of Booneville, 
Ind. The prisoner was to be taken to In- 
dianapolis, where the formalities of requisi- 
tion were to be carried out. Reynolds de- 
clared he would fight for his liberty there. 
and this apparently disarmed the suspicions 
of the officer, who also took a strong liking 
to the little girl. When the father asked 
permission to take his daughter to the toilet- 
room in the rear of the car the Sheriff 
removed his handcuffs and allowed him to 
go without escort. 

A few minutes later the Sheriff tried the 
door of the room and found it locked. In- 
vestigation from the platform showed that 
the window had been opened and that the 
prisoner had jumped from the train with 
the child and escaped. The conductor would 
not stop the train and the baffied Sheriff 
was forced to ride to the next stop. 

He could not get back to the junction where 
Reynolds had escaped for several hours. He 
then started a hunt through the country, 
but found no trace until late in the after- 
noon, when Sheriff Cooper of Greencastle 
learned that a man carrying a little girl had 
inquired at Bainbridge, ten miles north of 
Greencastle, for the nearest railroad and 
the location of thick woods. 


Hides Among the Hills. 

The officers sighted the fugitive at Clinton 
Falls running through the fields. He took 
refuge among the cliffs and hills in the 
vicinity, and defied the search of officers and 
farmers for several hours, when finally he 
surrendered. He was taken to Greencastle 
last evening. The child had been hurt on 
the face by the fall from the train, and 
Reynolds had received bruises. 

Considerable interest in the case has been 
aroused in Kentucky by the prominence of 
the parents of Mrs, Clark, and because of 
her husband’s position. Governor Beckham 
took an active part in the search and issued 
requisition papers for Reynolds’ return to 
Kentucky as soon as word was received that 
the man was found. 


~ End of an Elopement. 

The kidnaping followed as a sequence to an 
elopement seven years ago. Ida Smith was 
the daughter of a prominent business-man 
of Green County, Ky., and the belle of the 
neighborhood. She fell in love with 
‘Reynolds when she was only 15 years old. 
The youthful lovers failed to obtain parental 
consent to their union and they eloped to 
Indiana, where they tried to get a legal 
marriage certificate, but without success. 
After a number of years Reynolds, it is said, 
tired of the girl and deserted her. She re- 
turned to her parents and shortly afterward 
the child was born. 

Some time later Reynolds was arrested, 
but was pardoned. Soon afterward he left 
the State and did not return for a number 


of years. In the meantime Ida Smith was 


married to Samuel B. Clark, a prominent 
farmer of Green County, and that her daugh- 
ter might be — for in every way Clark 
ted the chil ~

FOUNDER OF WHEATON CELE- 
BRATES HIS 90TH BIRTHDAY. 


Greets Visitors from Town Named in 


‘His Honor and Elsewhere with a 
Hearty Handshake Which Causes 
Some to Wince—Jokes with Friends 
and Calls Thirty-Year Resident a 
“ Newcomer "—Located Farm in Du- 
page County in 1837. 


Sixty-five years ago Warren L. Wheaton 
landed in Chicago, walked to Dupage County, 
bought a “ breakin’ team,“ plowed a two- 
foot furrow around a section of urfSurveyed 
land, built a house, and “ settled down ” to 
work a fortune out of the virgin prairies of 
Illinois. This was the beginning of the town 
of Wheaton. 

Yesterday, in the same house where Mr. 
Wheaton, familfarly known as Uncle War- 
ren,“ began his Western career, _ cele- 
brated the ninetieth anniversary of his birth. 
All of Wheaton and a good representation of 
Dupage County helped him. He was the 
central figure at a reception lasting during 
the afternoon and evening, and, in spite of 
his advanced years, shook hands with 500 
men, women, and children. hey were not 
mere make-believe handshakes either, for he 
responded to greetings with a grip that made 
many a young man wince. 


Shakes Hands with Vigor. 


We boys like to shake hands vigorously,’’ 

said Mr. Wheaton, good naturedly, as he 
reeted one youngster. It's the way we 
ave of proving that we are young.”’ 

Mr. Wheaton's birthday party included 
old, middle-aged, and young. His guests 
ranged from friends of years ago to school 
girls and college boys, and for every one 
he had a pleasant word, a smile, and a good, 
hearty, old-fashioned handshake. In the 
afternoon a crowd of seventy-five students 
from Wheaton College, which he was instru- 
mental in establishing, called on him, 
bringing along a present and a large con- 
signment of good will. 


| Jokes with His Visitors. 

„Do you remember the time you walked 
down from the Junction and froze your 
feet? he asked one white-haired guest as 
he leaned on his cane and chuckled to him- 
self.

Tells of Pioneer Days. 
If there was anything that Mr. Wheaton 


enjoyed more than shaking bands yester- . 


day, it was talking about the pioneer days 
when he landed in Illinois. ‘‘ I came from 
Buffalo on the steamboat Madison in 1837.“ 
he said. It was the first trip the boat ever 
made, and I paid $30 one way. I brought 
$700 with me from the East. This was a 
fabulous sum in those days, and I soon be- 
came known for miles around as a rich 
man. I wanted to loan the money, and had 
a hard time of it, for securities were rather 
uncertain.”’ 

Mr. Wheat&n comes from revolutionary 
stock. His father and all of his direct an- 
cestors served in the colonial army. He was 


born in Putnam, Conn., on March 6, 1812, and 


is the oldest and only surviving member of a 
family of fifteen children. The house in 
which he was born was located on the old 
Boston-Hartford turnpike. 

I got my start teaching school in winter 
and laying stone fence in summer,” is the 
way Mr. Wheaton describes the beginning 
of his career.

PERJURY 70 GAIN DIVORCE 


WOMAN ACCUSES FORMER HUS-

BI THE COUNCIL. 
Net Increase of $68,000 Is 


Made Over the Finance 
Committee’s Figures. 


SESSION A STORMY ONE. 


Efforts to Give Material Relief 
to Fire and Police Depart- 
ments Fail.

year and a cut of 10 per cent checked. It 
was pointed out that the justices accept a 
salary merely by agreement with the city, 
and they might refuse to accept a cut and 
go back to the old system of. grabbing in 
all the fees. As a result the proposed cut 
was set aside and $10,360 added to the $108,- 
440 voted for police courts to pay the allowed 
salary advances. 

At the instance of Aldermen Goldzier and 
Conlon salaries for. bridgetenders at the 
Wells and Lake street bridges were advanced 
from $2,430 to $2,700 each. The Northwest- 
ern and Lake street elevated roads respec- 
tively will pay these salaries, however, into 
the City Treasury. 


Hot Fight Over Garbage. 

There was a warm fight over the allow- 
ances for garbage removal and street clean- 
ing. At one time seventeen Aldermen were 
on their feet yelling for recognition. 

Alderman Scully succeeded in having $2,500 
added to the appropriation of $21,870 for 
the Thirteenth Ward on the ground that 
there had been an error in the estimates 
entered by the Street department for this 
district. All others who demanded increases 
were voted down in a storm of noise. Alder- 
man Martin and others especially attacked 
the allowance of $85,500 for the First Ward 
and the provision of $36,000 for removing 
snow in this business district. 

„The First Ward runs the city,” asserted 
Martin, waving his arms. The people 
down there got out of paying $2,000,000 in 
taxes. Don’t allow them a cent. Make 
them pay out of their pockets to keep the 
streets clean.“ 


Fire Department Hampered. 

The Fire department's increase amounted 
to only $10,120. Of this money 8900 goes to 
pay for a stenographer and $9,220 for opera- 
tors at the Englewood station. The latter 
step was taken to save $20,000 additional, 
which it would cost to connect the Bygle- 
wood wires with the main office. Chairman 
Mavor urged the cut in ward appropriations 
to help out the Fire department. 

It's a serious problem,“ he contended, 
“If something isn't done there will be 
$2,000,000 added to fire insurance rates in the 
central districts alone.”’ 

But all plans failed and the Fire depart- 
ment must get along as best it can on the 
original appropriation. Chief Musham as- 
serts that it means that many men will have 
to be discharged or a system of enforced va- 
cations for fifty days inaugurated. The 
only relief in sight was by the Council’s 
passage of the item for $130,000 to be paid 
from the Water fund to lay pipes in the 
down-town and Calumet districts, so ‘that 
the fireboats may be utilized in fighting 
blazes some distance from the water front. 


Passing of the Budget. 


When the Aldermen, who had considered 
the budget as a committee of the whole, re- 
solved themselves into the City Council and 
Mayor Harrison again stepped into the 
chair, a resolution was passed requiring pay- 
ment of a paving bill of $23,000. This will 
be paid if funds can be found. 

Declaring the Council formally in session 
Mayor Harrison presented Alderman 


Mavor’s motion that the budget, as amended | 


in Committee of the Whole, be adopted. 
Nays were entered by Aldermen Litzinger, 
who had demanded that police justices be 
cut 25 per cent; Cullerton, W. F. Brennan, 
Zimmer, Fowler, Kunz, and Wulff. 

In the Council session Aldermen McInerney 
and Goldzier fought over Alderman Butter- 
worth's order that the Building Commission- 
er revoke the permit issued to erect a grain 
elevator at 5511 Stewart avenue. 

Trouble was imminent when the Council 
voted to revoke the permit.

FIGHT BRUSSELS TREATY 


GERMAN SUGAR UNIONS OPPOSE 
RATIFICATION. 


Organizations Representing Several 
Hundred Agricultural Districts In- 
sist Upon Being Heard Before Any 
Steps Are Taken—Attack will Be 
Turned Upon Tariff in Retaliation— 
Conditions to Be Complied With by 
Great Britain. 


BERLIN, March 6.—The directors of the 
Sugar Manufacturers’ union, representing 
500 agricultural districts, and the allied in- 
dustries at a meeting today drafted a peti- 
tion to the government requesting that final 
ex-legislative steps as a result of the Brus- 
sels sugar agreement be not taken until the 
sugar interests have an opportunity of pre- 
senting a full statement of their claims. 
The National Society of Sugar Producers 
seems inclined to resist the necessary legis- 
lation. The Executive committee of the 
society adopted a resolution today, among 
other things, holding that Germany could 
not safely agree to the Brussels convention 
without the adherence thereto of the United 
States and Russia. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, in its issue 
of today, publishes an ultimatum in behalf 
of the agrarians, who, the paper asserts, 
will defeat legislation approving the Brus- 
sels convention rather than see the sugar 
interests ruined. The Bundesrath, under the 
law of 1896, can abolish the sugar bounties 
at discretion, but the consent of the Reichs- 
tag must be had for a reduction of the 


tariff.

it is quite probable they will yield to the gov- 
ernment and to the irresistible circum- 
stances abroad. 

LONDON, March 6.—According to the text 
of the international sugar convention, issued 
tonight by the Foreign office, Great Britain 
agrees during the continuance of the -con- 
vention to refrain from paying bounties, 
directly or indirectly, on sugar grown in 
crown colonies, and not to give preferential 
treatment to colonial sugar against sugar 
imported from foreign countries. 


HOGG of TEXAS STAYS AWAY.

When I learned it was the es- 
tablished custom for Americans to wear 
knee breeches, silk stockings, buckled shees, 
and coats trimmed with braid I balked, ae 
I was not shaped for euch toggery. Mr. 
Choate most kindly, offered to make an ex- 
ception in my case, but I did not desire to 
make myself conspicuous or embarrass the 
Ambassador by wearing clothes different 
from others. Besides, I had an important 
business engagement, which I could not have | 
kept had I met the King.” :

DEATH OF BENJAMIN F.STEVENS. 


American Bibliographer, Who Worked 
Thirty Years in London as United 
States Dispatch Agent, Dies.

Stevens, the bibliographer, died at his resi- 
dence, The Sheaves,” Surbiton, in Surrey, 

just before midnight last night.~ ‘ 


Benjamin Franklin Stevens was United 
States dispatch agent in London and pur- 
chasing agent for American libraries. He 
was born in Vermont in 1883 and located 
in London in 1860 in the bookselling busi- 
ness. With a staff of assistants, he had 
been engaged for thirty years in making a 
catalogue index of American papers in Eng- 
land, France, Holland, and Spain, dating 
from 1763 to 1784. He made fac similes of 
over 2,000 historical manuscripts in Euro- 
pean archives relating to America, 1773-'83; 
“The Campaigning in Virginia, 1781,“ being 
the Clinton-Cornwallis controversy; General 
Sir Willlam Howe's orderly book and the 
correspondence between the British gov- 
ernment and General Howe. He was recent- 
ly engaged in calendaring the headquarters 
papers of Generals Sir William Howe, Sir 
Henry Clinton, and Sir Guy Carleton. 

Mr. Stevens was popular in London and 
was frequently described as the father of 
the American colony. His death will be 
widely regretted.

Secretary Hay Officially Noti- 
fied of the Emperor’s 
Proposal. 


MEANS AN ADDED HONOR. 


Present Envoy Will Soon Rank 
with Ambassadors of the 
Powers. 


AMERICA TO RECIPROCATE. 


Washington, D. C., March 6—[Special. 
Mr. Ladislaus Hengelmuller von Hengervar, 
the Minister from Austria-Hungary, called 
at the State department today and announced 
officially that the Emperor had raised the 
legation to the United States to the rank 
of an embassy. Arrangements were made 
long ago to have the representative of Aus- 
tria-Hungary made an Ambassador, but the 
appointment was recalled, owing to a dis- 
turbance in this country, in which a mob of 
Hungarians was roughly handled. 

The promotion to the rank of an Ambasse- 
dor of the present representative from Aus- 
tria-Hungary means a great deal to him in 
the way of privileges, because he becomes 
thereby the personal representative of his 
sovereign, and as such is officially accred- 
ited to be near to the person of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Mr. Hengelmuller, for instance, is now out- 
ranked by Mr. Grip, the Minister from 
Sweden and Norway, and by Sefior Arriaga, 
the Minister from Guatemala, both of whom 
have been in Washington longer than he has. 
As Ambassador the representative of Aus- 
tria-Hungary will take rank immediately 
after Sefior Mayor Des Planches, the Am- 
bassador from Italy. 


List of Ambassadors. 


Austria-Hungary becomes the seventh 
country to establish an embassy in Wash- 
ington, the others being Great Britain, Ger- 
many, France, Russia, Mexico, and Italy. 

It will be necessary for the action of the 
Emperor to be ratified by the Reichsrath, but 
it is believed there will be no difficulty about 
this, and the State department is already 
prepared to receive the new Ambassador, 
who will have to present an entirely new 
commission. Mr. Hengelmuller is extremely 
popular here in Washington, and Mme. 
Hengelmuller is one of the best known and 
best liked women in the diplomatic circle. 


America Must Reciprocate. 


With this action on the part of Austria- 
Hungary there must necessarily come the 
simultaneous promotion of our representa- 
tive at Vienna. It is not customary for one 
country to have a representative of greater 
rank than that sent by the reciprocating na- 
tion. 

The first Ambassador to Washington was 
only made in 1898, @nd since then, the policy 
has been adopted of meeting the European 
nations whenever they extend this compli- 
ment to the United States; and a compli- 
ment it is, for embassies are nevet estab- 
lished except in countries of the highest 
rank. 

There is a general law by which the State 
départment is authorized to raise our repre- 
sentation abroad from a legation to an em- 
bassy immediately upon such action by any 
foreign country. The termination of a Min- 
ister’s career is made when his office Is raised 
to the rank of Ambassador. Nevertheless, 
it ts the almost invariable rule to promote 
the Minister himself to become Ambassador, 
and this is what will be done in the case of 
the representative of the United States in 
Vienna. 


New Standing at Vienna. 

Mr. Robert 8. McCormick of Chicago, the 
present Minister of the United States to 
Austria-Hungary, will therefore be pro- 
moted to the rank of Ambassador imme- 
diately after the promotion of Mr. Hengel- 
muller is officially announced here. This will 
give the United States much better standing 
at Vienna than before. The new Ambassa- 


dor will have, privileges never before ac- 
corded to an —— Minister Plenipoten- 
tlary. 


Means a Larger Staff. 

The staff of an embassy is much the same 
as that of a legation of similar importance, 
but there will probably be at least one, and 
possibly two, new assistant secretaries. An 
Ambassador is called upon to maintain con- 
siderable more and to do more entertaining 
than a Minister. For this reason, the salary 
of our representative t Vienna Will de 
raised from $12,000, as at present, up to 
$17,500, which is the sum paid to all our 
Ambassadors, even to the one at the Re- 
publican capital of Mexico, where the ex- | 
peyses are a mere fraction of those in Eu- 
rope. 
The joint action of the two countries in 
building up embassies at Vienna and Wash- 
ington will mean the extinction of an al- 
most traditionary coolness between Austria- 
Hungary and the United States. This coun- 
try was largely responsible for the downfall 
of Maximilian, an Austrian Prince, although 
it. had nothing to do with his death. 
Austria and Spain were closely connected, 
so that during all the disturbances over 
Cuba our relations with Austria-Hungary, 
while diplomatically friendly, wege natur- 
ally somewhat strained, 


Vienna Press Is Pleased. 


VIENNA, March 6.—The Austro-Hunga- 
rian organs will announce tomorrow and 
comment editorially upon the decision to 
raise the Washington mission of Austria- 
Hungary to an embassy in 1908, the news 
of which was made public yesterday. 

They will all approve of the step, regret- 
ting only that Austria-Hungary was the last 
of the great powers to thus show its appre- 
ciation of the United States. The papers 
will express a hope for the continuance of 
unclouded relations between Austria-Hun- 
gary and the United States. 

Official circles here do not expect a change 
in the personnel of the Augtro-Hungarian 
Legation at WasRington in consequence of 
the change to be made. 


Change a Sentimental One, 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 7, 3 a. m.—The Vienna 
correspondent of the Standard says in a 
dispatch to his paper:

The second scene fs in the garden of 
Colonel Carvel’s country place, Glencoe, near 
St. Louls, where a ball is given, and Brice, 
the young Yankee, is snubbed by Clarence 
Colfax, portrayed by Brigham Royce, while 
his cousin, Virginia Carvel, takes Brice’s 
part. Churchill’s drama confines itself 
strictly to the love story of Virginia Carvel 
and Stephen Brice, representing the cavalier 
and Puritan types respectively. The only

“Camp Jackson by Carl Richter and his Ger- 
mans, which takes place behind the scenes. 

Hackett has produced a play of heart in- 
terest and not a picture of a great national 
event.

Is Ripe for the Invasion 
of Gotham. 


MINOR CHANGES IN RULES. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Detroit, Mich., March 6.—[Special.]—After 
devoting the greater part of the day to dis- 
cussing the question of entering New York, 
thé American league magnates adjourned to- 
night leaving the matter entirely in the 
hands of President Johnson. 

This action was put into the form of a 


-resolution which simply empowered the ex- 


ecutive to move the offices of the league from 
Chicago to New York at any time he saw fit. 


According to the records of the meeting as 
disclosed by Secretary Kilfoyl, the question 
of locating a club in Gotham was not con- 


sidered. 

That the whole situation was thrashed out 
is a fact, however, and the action taken 
means that the American league will locate 
a club in New York at the first opportunity 
which presents itself, but there is little like- 
lihood of attempting to do sothis year. Nor 
is there any immediate prospect ot trans- 
ferring league headquarters there. 


New York Situation Unchanged. 
President Johnson said the situation so 
far as New York was concerned remained 
unchanged. The league would eventually 
get into New York, but he did not expect 
any move to be made at present. He would 
probably establish offices in New York late 
in the summer or early in the fall, but these 

would only be temporary headquarters. 
Continuing, Mr. Johnson said: My asso- 
ciations are all with Chicago and the West, 
and from a purely business standpoint I 
think the American league’s permanent 
beadquarters.should be in Chicago. That 
city’s future importance as a business center 
aside from sentimental considerations, will 


demand it.“

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VENERABLE POLICE JUSTICE IS DEAD -

Justice Wallace, known as Uncle Sam,“ died at his residence in this city yesterday 
the age of 75 years. He had served as County Judge, State’s Attorney, and commis- 
sioner. During the civil war he took part in a number of important’ battles, 


Served at Different Times as County 
Judge, Staten and Prosecuting At- 


torney, and C issioner—During 
Civil War Took Part in a Number of

Judge of the Cook County Court, and for 
fifteen years police justice in the South Side 
courts, died yesterday morning at his resi- 
‘dence, 3817 Michigan avenue. Death was 
due to heart failure, following an attack of 


grip. 

At the Thirty-fifth Street Station, where 
Justice Wallace held court fourteen years 
and where he was familiarly called Uncle 
Sam,” the news was a shock, and court was 
closed. When the announcement of the 
death was made at the City Hall a delega- 
tion of old friends left for the residence to 
extend condolence to the family. 

Judge Wallace wad born on Sept. 28, 1829, 
in Urbana, ., but received his early educa- 
tion in Ogle County, Ill. He graduated from 
the Rock River Seminary at Mount Morris, 
and began reading law with his brother, 
Major General W. H. L. Wallace, at Ottawa, 
III. Abraham Lincoln frequently visited the 
office, and Judge Wallace came to know him 
well. In 1850 Mr. Wallace was admitted to 
the bar and moved to Chicago to practice. 

When the civil war broke out he enlisted 
as Major in the Fourth Illinois Cavalry and 
served at Forts Henry and Donelson, at 
Corinth and Shiloh, where his brother was 
killed. After the war he returned to Chi- 
cago and was appointed Assessor of Internal 
Revenues—a position since abolished—by 
President Johnson. 

Mr, Wallace was elected County Judge on 
the Democratic ticket in 1868 and retained 
the place eight years. He then ran for Con- 
gress in the old First District, but was de- 
feated. In 1877 he became State's Attorney 
for a year. 

Senator W. E. Mason read law with Judge 
Wallace and later became his partner. The 
firm was dissolved in 1885 when Mr. Wallace 
was apointed Prosecuting Attorney for the 
city. He also served three years as County 
Commissioner. When the Thirty-fifth street 
police court was opened he was chosen by 
the elder Mayor Harrison as the justice.

fact that the marriage of his parents was 
annuled by the Vatican on the ground that 
his mother, Lady Mary Hamilton (now 
Countess Tassilo Festeticz), had been forced 
into the union with the now reigning Prince 
of Monaco by her kinsman, Napoleon III., 
and by her mother, the Duchess of Hamil- 
ton, née Princess of Baden. Count Fleury 
retains the guardianship of the child, for 
whose welfare his ex-wife has provided 
financially. 


General Count Fleury, his father, was the 
son of a Hebrew horse dealer at Paris, named 
Felix, and changed his patronymic to Fleury. 
when he enlisted in the African Spahis at the 
age of 22. Fleury was one of the first offi- 
cers to attach himself to Napoleon when the 
latter was still pretender, and played a lead- 
ing role in the great coup d'état on Dec. 2 
which placed Napoleon on the throne. The 
story goes that on the morning of that event- 
ful day Napoleon grew faint-hearted and 
attempted to back out. Fleury, however, 
said to him: We are in for it and so are 
you. There is no alternative between your 
going forward or my blowing out your brains 
with this pistol and then my own.”’ 

It was the threat of a desperado. But it 
proved successful, and the Emperor was 
grateful to him afterwards, paying his debts 
over and over again, and bestowing upon 
him the highest offices. Fleury repaid these 
favors by on two separate occasions saving 
the Emperor at the risk of his own life from 
the poignards of Italian assassins; but ended 


in connection with the Emperor’s intimacy 
with the Countess de Castiglione, which he 
favored, and was in consequence thereof 
shipped off to St. Petersburg as French Am- 
bassador there, an office which he held until 
the overthrow of the empire.

Countess Fleury, and from whom the latter 
inherited the greater portion of her wealth, 
was the famous operatic prima donna Cata- 
lini, whose wealth, accumulated on the stage, 
was still further increased by her marriage 
to the extremely rich Baron Deslandes.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Boston Criticism of Chief Musham Is 
Denounced by the La Salle Street 
Risk Men. 


Only condemnation of the Boston attack on 
Chief Musham and the Chicago Fire depart- 
ment was heard in La Salle street yesterday. 
Attention was called to the fact that Mr. 
Musham was the choice of 90 per cent of 
the — at the time the appointment was 
made. 

While there is complaint of the heavy losses 
and the proportion of total losses, it is con- 
ceded that Chief Musham is doing as well as 
can be expected with the force and equip- 
ment at his command. Prominent under- 
writers expressed themselves as follows: 

Clarence S. Pellet, former President of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ association—Chief 
Musham was appointed at the request of the 
underwriters, and, in my opinion, is a thor- 
oughly capable Fire Chief. What is more,

At the meeting of the Governing commit- 
tee of the Western union today it is hoped 
to have the vote on the flat advance so far 
along that the result can be announced.

Right to Cancel Assessed Val- 
uations Now. 


valuations for 1901 canceled at this time,

WILL RECLAIM LOST LAND 


DRAINAGE BOARD DECIDES TO IN- 
STITUTE MANY SUITS. 


Purchases Maps and Field Notes Taken 
by A. I. Mathieson in 1833, Which. 

‘ According to Attorney Todd, Show 
Numerous Encroachments on Land 
Belonging to State—Maker of Plata, 
Now 83 Years Old, Will Appear as a 
Witness. 


The purchase by the Drainage board of the 


| maps and field notes of the surveys of the 


Chicago River and the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal made by A. I. Mathieson in 1833 pre- 
sages the immediate instituting of a large 
number of suits to reclaim for navigation and 
‘drainage purposes land made by encroach- 
ment upon the Chicago River. 

The first suit probably will be concerning 
the ground between Madison and Van Buren 
streets on the west side of the river, now 
occupied by the freight-houses of the Penn- 
sylvania rairoad. 

As soon as the trustees authorized the pur - 
chase of the data Attorney James Todd set 
his machinery in motion. There were, no 
plats made from Mr. Mathieson’s field notes, 
so the drafting department began work on 
them at once. They will becompleted by the 
middle of next week, and suit will be started 
as soon as the legal formalities can be com- 
pleted. Mr. Mathieson, whose testimony is 
essential, is 83 years old. 


Will Use Plats as Evidence. 

The plan of procedure will be something of 
an innovation. The old meander line of the 
river will be platted, together with the pres- 
ent 4x line of the stream, and a further 
line will show the limit of the river as 
adopted by the Drainage board recently. 
The condemnation proceedings will be for 
the strip between the old meander line and 
the extreme limit line. If contention is made 
that the land between the old line of the bank 
and the present docks is not included in the 
suit, it will be shown by the Mathieson sur- 
veys that his strip is the property of the 
State, and the present occupants will be 
challenged to show title to it. j 

„There is no limitation law when the 
State is a party to the suit,” said Attorney 
James Todd of the sanitary district yester- 
“These surveys show conclusively 
where the old bank of the stream was lo- 
cated, and there are numerous docks outside 
of it. Mr. Mathieson was surveyor for the 
State in laying out the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, and his figures therefore are official. 
All we want now is his testimony to make the 

esults competent e and we must 
urry up the suits because he is an old man. 


Expects to Recover Much Land. 
“We purpose to show conclusively that 
the people who occupy a large amount of 
river front property are trespassing. This 
land which has been filled in is. still owned 


by the State and must be relinquished. 


„I began studying up these suits when I 
came into office a year ago, and all the work 
up to the present time has been done quietly. 
I was afraid these maps and field notes 
would be bought up by the railroads before 


I could get them, but we have them now, and 


they give us everything we need. 

„Another point Which will come up for 
the final settlement will be the location of 
the old tow-path, which follows the river 
from the canal to Lake street. That path 


was sixteen feet wide and belonged to the 


State. It is covered up now and the fire

CHICAGO’S EGGS MOSTLY SPOT. 


New York’s Troubles, Say Local Produce 
Men, Are Not 
Here. 


The trouble in New York over the question 
of trading in eggs for future delivery will 
not, according to members of the Chicago 
Butter and Egg board, make any change in 

methods here for the reason that little 
of this character of business is transacted 
in Chicago.

SCHOOL PLANNED FOR ILLITER- 
ATE ADULT PRISONERS. 


Teaching Staff Will Be Recruited from 
Well-Educated Inmates Who. Ex- 
press a Willingness to Help Launch 
the Innovation—Sessions Will Be 
Held Evening in Chapel, Where Ap- 
paratus Used in Children’s Instruc- 
tion Will Be Available. : 


To instruct illiterate prisoners in the 
“three Rs during the period of their con- 
finement in the County Jail is the latest 
plan of Jailer John L. Whitman. As teach- 
ers he purposes to use such inmates with 
good educations as volunteer for the serv- 
ice. 

There are in the jail inmates deficient in 
even the rudiments of an English educa- 
tion. On the other hand, there also are 2 


number of persons there who have had the 


advantage of a good education and not a 
few who have had college training. With- 
in a week Mr. Whitman hopes to have the 
plan in operation. 

As the average stay of jail prisoners is 
about sixty days, it is not expected! much 
can be done for all, but there are some who 
spend months, and, in a few cases, years, 
there, who may be benefited. 


Many Anxious té Improve. 


The plan of instruction giving has received 
the enthusiastic support of the members of 
the Controlling committee of the John L. 
Whitman Moral Improvement association, 
and these men have made a canvass of their 
respective tiers to BWscertain how many per- 
sons would be willing to attend school pro- 
viding one was organized. Their inquiries 
met a generous response, and a dozen or 
more on each tier signified their wish to 
get a little education while in jail. 

Educated prisoners have beeh equally en- 
thusiastic in their proffers of assistance to 
the cormmittee in conducting the school, and 
it is anticipated little difficulty will be en- 
countered in perfecting the plan and in 
keeping alive the interest after the novelty 
wears off. 


Sessions in the Chapel. , 


As the instruction will be largely individ- 
ual, there will be required a large number 
of teachers. A certain number of even- 
ings a week will be devoted to the instruc- 
tion work, which will take place in the 
chapel on the top floor of the jail. This 
room is provided with school apparatus, 
used in the day school for juvenile prisoners 
which has been conducted there for sev- 
eral years by Mrs. Nellie McCorkle. 

The attendance at the school sessions will 
be limited to those who show a serious in- 
tention of profiting by the work and to those 
who are deficient in the elem branches. 
The curriculum probably will be limited, for 
a time at least, to reading, writing, arith- 
metic, and spelling.

METROPOLITAN BUYS TO RE- 


LIEVE LOOP P 


Secures Property South of Jackson 
Boulevard, Between Fifth Avenue 
and Market Street, for 771,000 
Stocks Advance as Result of Move, 
Which Is Expected to Increase 
Road's Earnings by Relieving Com- 
pany of Half-Cent a Passenger Toll. 


— 


To provide extra terminal facilities to ac- 
commodate its increasing traffic and be- 
cause of the overcrowded condition of the 
Union Loop, the Metropolitan Elevated rail- 
way company has purchased a strip of prop- 
erty from Market street to Fifth avenue, at 
an aggregate cost of $771,000. 

The property, which embraces four hold- 
ings, varies from 42 to 87 feet in width, and 
is just south of Jackson boulevard, opposite 
the turn on the main line of the road's right 
of way. 

Metropolitan stocks were firm on the Stock 
Exchange as a result of this move, which 
the management claims is made necessary by 
the crowded condition of the Union Loop. 
Under the terms of the lease the Metropoli- 
tan is not obliged to pay h cent a passenger 
for the traffic secured at another terminus 
when the capacity of the loop is reached. 
Metropolitan interests say they will be re- 
lieved of this payment for every passenger 
taken on at the new spur. Common stock 
advanced to 41% and the preferred to 91 
on light buying, a net gain of 1% and 1, re- 
spectively. 


Plans to Begin Work Soon. 


President MacAllister of the Metropolitan 
company said the work of improvement 
would be undertaken as soon as the com- 
pany secured possession of the properties, 
which he intimated would be soon. He was 
averse to discussing the details of the pro- 
posed improvement, but said the purchase 
was made necessary by the rapidly inereas- 
ing traffic of the road consequent upon the 
growth of the West Side. It is understood 
one of the principal objects of the new ter- 
minal will be to provide accommodations for 
express trains on the several branches. It 
will be used especially during the morning 
and evening rush hours.

MURRAY PLEADS GUILTY.IN

ARE ABOLISHED, 


Western Roads Vote to End 
All Committees Formed 
to Divide Business. 


IN FEAR OF ROOSEVELT, 


Knowledge of President's Atti- 

tude One Reason. for Radi- 
cal Departure. 

OTHER NEWS OF RAILWAYS, 


All the Western traffic bureaus were put 
out of existence by the executive officers of 
the various roads at their meeting in this city: 
yesterday. 

Ever since THE TRIBUNE first announced 
the withdrawal of the Chicago and North- 
western from the Chicago-St. Paul and tie 
Chicago-Omaha-Sioux City ‘committees it 
was a foregone conclusion that the Chicago- 
Kansas City committee, which was cone 
ered the most important ofall, would have to 
walk the plank. When it was found at yee 
terday’s meeting that the Chicago and North- 
western would Stand pat and that it had the 
backing of the Milkauwee and St. Paul and 
one or two other roads the conclusion was 
quickly reached to discontinue all the come 
mittees, including the Kansas City commit- 
tee, of which the Northwestern was not @ 
member, and thus avoid the necessity of each 
road giving individual notice of withdrawal. 

These committees were organized about 
two years to bring about an equitable di- 
vision of traffic, and George W. Ristine, 
formerly President of the Colorado Midland 
and an able and experienced traffic man, 
was placed in charge of the Kansas City 
and St. Paul committees. 


Refuse to Settle Balances, 


For a while the arrangement worked fairly 
well, but as soon as an effort was made to 
even up percentages kicking commenced, 
and, owing to a refusabof'the Great Western 
and one or two other roads to settle balances 
with roads that had run behind their allotted 
percentages, the committees have become 
practically worthless, Still they would un} 
doubhtedly have been continued had it 
been for the activity lately shown by 
Interstate Commerce commission in us 
earthing violations of the interstate com- 
merce law, and the positive knowledge that 
President Roosevelt is backing the commis. 
sion in its work. 

Their own testimony before the Interstate 
Commerce commission a few weeks ago 
so scared the raliway officials they concluded 
it would be good policy to end the existence: 
of all the blind pools, and eradicate all pool-. 
ing features from the agreemerits of the 
other traffic associations #0 as to afford no 
opportunity for prosecution under the anti 
pooling clause of the interstate commerce 
act. 

Secret rate-cutting has also been stopped 
since the recent hearing of the Interstate 
Commerce commission, but instead some of 
the roads havesince made open reductions in 
rates and by notifying the commission of 
their action practically complied with the 
provisions of the law. The horizontal re 
ductions in merchandise rates made a few 
days ago by the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
and the Wabash were thus reported to the 
commission, but no notice of the action was 
furnished competing roads. These roads 
promised yesterday to withdraw the reduced 
rates within ten days and restore them te 
regular tariff. This will avoid a general re- 
duction of rates by other roads. 


Will Sue Traffic Officials. 

That the fears of the railway officiale are 
well founded is known by the announcement 
just made by Chairman Knapp that suits 
are being prepared against railroads and of- 
ficilals who were shown in the Chicago in- 
quiry to have violated the law in the giving 
of rebates to meet packers and grain ship- 
pers, and in making unjust discriminations 
against country shippers. These actions 
will be commenced by the United States Dis- 
trict Attorney here, acting on orders from 
the Department of Justice. Suits will be 
against all roads shown to have violated the 
law, and while the principal suits will be at 
Chicago, others may be brought at St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, and other termi« 
nal points. Actions are also to be com 
menced against some of the big packers 
at Chicago and Kansas City who solicited 
and accepted rebates on shipments of pack« 
ing-house products in direct violation of the 


law.
